During this present period of world-wide business depression some 
people, good people too, are heard to thoughtlessly remark that the only 
way out will be another gredt war; that such a struggle will be the ultimate 
outcome of the world’s existing difficulties. Such a statement should be 
the last to pass the lips ‘of any person. Another war, instead of being a cure, 
would be the final world catastrophe. ‘ 

Many contributing causes there may be to the economic trails of today, 
but .the main source of all the trouble is to be found in the Great War, 
1914-1918. That titanic struggle laid the’ foundations for what has since 
taken place. In fact, all students of history fully realize that our present 
experiences are but a repetition of those which followed the Napoleonic wars. 
Another great war would have exactly the same results, only worse, because 
-modern world conditions only serve to intensify and prolong such disturb- 
ances when they do occur. Biv: aaa 4 

Instead, therefore, of even thinking “war,” the peoples of all nations 
should think and talk of nothing but permanent peace; and direct all their 
energies to the consummation of that ideal.’ } 

‘What is the great financial burden resting on the shoulders of the Cana- 
dian people today? It is. the debt created by the Great War. The public 
debt of Canada created in the upbuilding .of this Dominion from before the 
time of Confederation down to 1914 calls for annual interest payments of 
only $12,893,000, or only 31% per cent. of our national expenditures, and 
approximately $1.30 per head of our population. On the other hand, interest 
charges on the public debt created since 1914 amount to $108,857,000, or 27% 
of our annual expenditures, and more than $10.00 per ‘head of population in 
each and every year. 

But this is not all of the war burden. In addition to this 27% for inter- 
est on the war debt, Canadians are required to devote another 12.40% of all 
expenditures for services arising out of the war, such as pensions, after care 
of soldiers, etc. That is, out, of every $100 expended by the Government of 
Canada each year, $39.42 is directly attributable to the Great War. This is 
the burden which ties the hands and cripples the efforts of our national 
government. 

Of every $100 expended by the United Statés $60.00 is spent because of 
war, past, present and future. The war expenditures of Great Britain are

It would not be prudent, either in the interest of the securit 
holders or the country itself, to wait until these loans become 
due before providing for their paymentorconversion. Action 
must be taken well in advance of the due dates to protect the 
credit of the country. . The Government believes this an oppor- 
tune time to afford Canadians the opportunity to exchange the | 
bonds, which they own maturing in the next few years, for new 
bonds of the Dominion of Canada carrying interest at the rate 
of 412% per annum, which is a very attractive return. Prior to 
the maturity date of the present bonds, those who accept this 
offer will, of course, continue to be paid interest at the rate as 
provided by the bonds they exchange. 3 


Canadians who have always shown confidence in their country 
are earnestly invited to exchange the bonds they now own 
for bonds of the new issue. By so doing, they will render 
. less difficult the task of providing for the future finances of the 
country, will enhance its credit and will greatly assist the 
Government inthe present period of worldwide readjustments. 


No money will be asked for and no new bonds will be sold at 
this time. It is proposed to limit the present conversion to 
$250,000,000, but the Goverament has the right at its discre- - 
tion to increase the amount if Canadians indicate a general desire 
to continue their investments in the securities of their Dominion. 
The subscription books will close on the .23rd of May.

Mr. Priestley submitted to th?

“A survey of the Province conduct- 
ed a few months ago showed that be- 
tween one hundred and one hundred 
and fifty-five million dollars had been 
lost by the people of Alberta, urban 
and rural, by speculating in wheat fu- 
tures. during the twelve months pre- 
ceding June, 1930. Individual losses 
ran all the way from $168,000, down. 
In some instances it was sven ry 
and, 


crop, equipment. Local bankers have 


stated in many cases that losses in 


their communities have ranged above 
$100,000... An estimate of the losses 


in the district tributary to one of our}. 


best Southern Alberta towns exceeds 
a million and a quarter dollars. On 
one section of railway less than 90 
miles, the losses in a very sparsely 
settled ditrict amounted to $300,000. 

If the people of Alberta lost ‘this 
tremendous sum of money during one 
year speculating in wheat futures, 
who got the money? 

If, Albretans lost between one hun- 
dred and one hundred and fifty-five 
million dollars in betting that the 
price of wheat would go up or down 
then some other parties must have 
won an equal amount on the other 
side. Who were the lucky winners? 

Each transaction in wheat futures 
on the Winnipeg Grain Exchange 
must havea buyer and a seller other 
than the two brokers who act . for 
them. -It is illegal for a broker to buy 
a quantity of wheat for one client 
from another of his own clients. A 
broker whether buying or selling for 
a client must deal with another brok- 
er acting for some other person as his 
client. 


During the year from June 1929 to 
June 1930 when Mr. Priestley says Al- 
bertans lost all this money. the’ price 
of wheat gradually ° dropped. ‘The 
price of Canadian wheat at Winnipeg 
kept considerably higher than was 
warranted by world prices all during 
| this year: ; 

We presume that these unlucky Al- 
bertans were on the long side of the 
;market. They bought when the price 
|of wheat. was up and had to sell or 
were sold out as the price of wheat 
went down. 


| Who sold when they bought, and 
who bought when they sold? 

Who won all this money that they 
lost? , Bates 

The average wheat speculator will 
‘take his loss when he sees a 20c per 
bushel niargin fade away, but our 
Alberta Sport. may have been game 
for a loss of 30c per bushel. Let us 
say, therefore, that this loss of good 
Albérta money was occasioned by an 
average drop of 30c per bushel in the 
price of wheat that our Sport bought 
and then had to sell. ° 

To lose between’ one hundred and 
one hundréd and fifty-five million dol- 
lars our Alberta Sport had to buy al- 
together between three hundred and 
five hundred million bushels of wheat 
futures on the Winnipeg’ Grain Ex- 
change. He bought more than all 
the farmers in Western Canada grew 
that year. What were his two fel- 


itoba doing? As we are‘not told of 
any surveys of their doings we shall 
have to confine our attention’ to our 
own Alberta Sport. z 

If you remember, Mr. Editor, the 
officers of the Wheat Pool issued a 
statement some time ago explaining 
jhow the Pool had bought during this 
same period some. five million 
bushels of wheat futures in order to 
steady thé market. and that by so 
doing they prevented the ‘price of 
| wheat dropping suddenly. This action 
;on the part of the Pool, so their of- 
ficers claimed, enabled the farmers. to 
|get a much better average price for 
| the whole western crop of 1929. They 
claimed they sold this same five mil- 
{lion bushels on the Exchange and did 
jnot lose anything by the transaction. 
f we are to accept Mr. Priest'ey’s 


survey as anywhere near accurate we | 


;must put the Wheat Pool down as a 
piker along side of’ our Alberta Sport. 
Our Sport bought about one hundred’ 
times the amount of futures that ‘the 
iPool dia. If the Pool assisted our 
farmers to get a better average price 
|for his 1929 crop by buyirg fi,é 
million bushels during the decline of 
the price, our Alberta Sport must be 
given much more. credit than he is 


pag to read the future and al 
ost. 

The Alberta farmer lost heavily due | 
to the drop in price before he was all 
sold out, but if the drop had occurred 
in September 1929, he would have lost 
much more than he did. He was sav- 
ed from a greater loss by the Alberta | 
Sport. What the Sport lost or rath- | 
er the bulk of it went into the pocket | 
of the good farmer. 

_.I claim there was very little loss, | 
if any, to the people of Alberta as a 
whole due to the speculation of Alber- 
tans. If the good farmer did not get | 
he bulk of what the ‘Sport lost, who | 
got the money? }

Motor Highways Permit Of Contin- | 
yous Trip’ Through Three 
National Parks ‘ 
The construction of motor highways 
| during recent years has made possi- 
ble to the motorist a continuous loop 
| route through three of the national 


| parks of Canada in the Rocky Moun- 
| tains, namely, Banff, Yoho and Koot- 
lenay. Starting from the western 
| gateway of either Kootenay or Yoho 


Park, he may travel along continuous 


highways totalling, with their exten- 
sions, nearly 400 miles, every mile of | 
‘which lies within national parks’ ter- 
ritory. Beginning ‘from the. eastern’ 
gateway of Banff Park he may do the | 
same except that he will take the, 
provincial highway for the stretch up | 
the Columbia Valley from the west | 
gateway of Kootenay to the. west:| 
gateway of Yoho, or vice versa. | 

The total ._park area open to the | 
motorist in this one trip covers 3,679 | 
Square miles and constitutes one con- | 
tinuous playground. By whichever | 
gateway the visitor enters he pays’ 
one licence fee of $2 which entitles 
him to travel through the whole three 
parks and gives him the privilege of 
making camp at any of the assigned 
camp-sites. ; 

Each of the national parks in’ Can- 
ada has its own distinctive attrac- 
tions and beauty. There is a marked 
difference in the forests, the plant 
life, the wild birds, ‘and. even:some of 
the wild animals on the west of the 
Divide from those on the east, while 
even in Yoho and Kootenay Parks a 
distance of a few score miles produces 
variations which add interest to the 
landscape,

To Protect Banks ne 


Measure Should Curb Operations Of 
Of Persons Issuing Worthless 
Cheques 
A bill designed to curb the prac- 
tice, of persons issuing cheques on 
banks, in which they have no funds 
was given first reading in the House’ 
of Commons. A. W. Neill | (Ind., 
Comox-Alberni), sponsored the meas- 
ure. Primarily the proposed legislation 
is intended to bring dishonest persons 
more securely within the law, since 
proceedings can be instituted against 
them only within the “false pre-. 
tences"’ provision .of the criminal code. 
“While it is recognized that this 


| subject is one of some difficulty in 
| legislation,’ says the footnote to Mr. 


Neill’s bill, “it is nevertheless impor- 
tant that some step be taken by fair 
and reasonable enactment to stop a 
practice indulged in too frequently 
by many persons without ‘considera- 
tion of the inconvenience and trouble 
caused by dishonored cheques.” 

The bill provides for penalties of 
imprisonment 
for a fitst offence, and. $200 or six 
months’ imprisonment for subsequent 
offences.

Rock Of Gibralter 


Ancient Fortification Said To Be In 
Danger From Crumbling Of 
Limestone 

The Rock of Gibraltar, symbol of 
strength, was reported by geological 
experts recently, to be crumbling and 


Shrinking. 


. The principal cause was said to be 
the shattering effects of the fire of 
Gibraltar’s 12-inch land defence guns. 
During peaceful practice for years, 
the fort's guns have recoiled on the 
rock and shaken it severely: 

As a fortress the rock has been re- 
garded for centuries as the mightiest 
in existence. It now carries a gun 


|of large or. small calibre on every 


available niche along its, three-mile 
promontory and the cannon are often 


|cunningly concealed behind flowering 


plants. The: approaches from land’ 
from the north and from the sea, 
from the south and south-west sides, 
have a guard of particularly power- 
ful batteries, while there, are also 
series of fortified galleries with secret 
entrances. 

As the eastern side is unassailable 
because of the sheer drop of the 


1,400-foot peak, the forts are not so . 


powerful there, but the ceritral guns 
command any approach: from the‘ 
Mediterranean and the Atlantic side. 
The Straits of Gibralta are under 
easy fire. ? 

The geologists ‘who have’ recently 
examined the strata of the rock and 
its foundations say the rock is of 
Jurassis limestone, resting on a 
silurian base. : 

Speculation about what will hap- 
peh if the rock crumbles’ more 
rapidly has led to the conclusion 
that it could be partly razed and. the 
gun emplacements fixed on flat, solid 
foundations, thus enabling the for- 
tress to keep its watch over the’ 
straits. This would involve an ex- 
penditure of millions of dollars.
